organised labour, t 

Labour Commissioner's Views, 


Two days ago, when interviewed 
by the Press, Mr. Ma Chiu-chun, 
the Labour Commissivner of the 
Canton Government, declared ‘that 
the closing up by the Government 
of so many Labour’Unions was pri- 
marily due to the fact ‘that. it was 
revenied, immediately after the De- 
cember “Red”. indurrection,, that 
large, numbers. of the Unions were 
under. the Communist influence. 

Continuing, the'Labour Commis- 
sioner’ asserted:—"On the other 
hand, the, Government ' fs fully 
aware that if the mass of labourers 
be deprived of their Unions they 
may easily become the tools of 
Communists, ‘The labourers will in 
fact, soon be given back their 
Unions, but these Unions will have 
to be re-organised and be placed un- 
der the control of th> Government, 
which will see to it that only men 
who have received a good education 
and who have been properly. train- 
ed in labour schools, such ag the 
the Government will ‘inaugurate’ 
for this purpose, will be allowed 
to become leaders of the Unions. 


Government Control. 


“Another lesson which the Com- 
munist coup in:December ‘taught 
the Canton Government," said the 


Commissioner, “js.that the’ ac-]' 


tivities of the Reds ‘have generally, 
been started first by the . head 
Unions, When these. head. Unions 
are all closed down, the Govorn- 
ment will form one big Union, 
which will be under its’ supery}- 
sion,” added the Commissioner. 

It should be explainad that in 
Canton there were until recently 
a few bly head Unions, which act- 
ed as general Unions to smaller 
organisations and sometimes had 
under its control as many as fifty 
small Unions,  - ; 


Labour Schools, 


The Commissioner further stut- 
ed that the Labour ‘Board in 
Canton has «already ‘obtained the 
consent of General Li Chai-sum to 
onen: Labour Schools, the main 
purpose of which will be to train 
men 16 hecome leaders of the 
Unions by instructing them in a 
correct appreciation of the prin- 
ciples of the Kuomintang Party. 

These Labour Schools. will be 
formally opened in about a 
month's time and-after some time, 
when Kwangtuny is more settled, 
industrial institutes may also. be 
opened by.the Government, con- 
eluded Mr, Ma Chiu-chun. .
